Flection In Tuskegee 


I Negroes in Tuskegee. Ala . had voted 
as a bloc in the municipal election last 
Aug. ll, they could have taken over the 
municipal government. They outnumber 
whites by four to one in Macon County. 
But they did not vote as a bloc. Two 
Negro candidates seeking City Council 
seats were defeated badly last August. 
In the runoff election last Tuesday, nec­ 
essary because no one had a majority of 
votes in other races, three white candi­ 
dates were elected to the city council 
along with two Negroes. This was the 
first time in this century that Negroes 
have been able to win election to public 
office against white opponents. 
The mayor of Tuskegee is white and 
will be succeeded by another white man, 
because Negro leaders had made it known 
they wouldn’t put up a candidate for 


mayor. They said they had no desire to 
trade one segregated government for an­ 
other segregated government. They want 
a balanced government. 
Tuskegee is not a typical Southern city. 
It is the home of Tuskegee Institute, one 
oi the nation's most influential educational 
centers for Negro students. It is a college 
town. 
But its influence is enhanced by this 
fact—this and the fact its Negro voters 
went through prolonged litigation to get 
the right to vote. 
When everything else in the civil rights 
issue has been threshed out, the right to 
vote looms largest. It is the one right that 
is he key to all other rights. When all 
Negroes can vote, no officeholder will 
dare to ignore their claims to first-class 
citizenship. 
With Deeply Mixed Emotions 


From now until its over, there will be 
a procession of Democrats going over to 
the Gold water camp and a procession of 
Republicans going over to the Johnson 
camp, t's always this way.

Red China's Dope Traffic

Specialists in several U.S. fed­ 
eral intelligence and 
c r i m e 
fighting agencies believe that an 
Oriental mafia is paying provoc- 
a t e u r s and 
g u e r r i I la 
bands to 
stir 
r i o t i n g and 
looking on the 
streets of our 
big cities. 
The money 
comes f r o m 
the hard dol- 
1 a r currency 
a n d 
British 
sterling 
which 
at 
least 
two 
Peking 
government ministries 
make from a global narcotics 
smuggling business. American 
counter-intelligence men did not 
need the recent Soviet corrob­ 
oration of their knowledge 
of 
Communist China’s $500 million 
a year opium trade. U.S. gov­ 
ernment agents have known of 
the specific use of this vast 
sum of 
narcotics 
profits 
for 
years. 
This is not out of the gay stuff 
of Ian Fleming. This has been 
hard knowledge of opium grow­ 
ing fields, locations of labora­ 
tories on the chinese mainland, 1 
specific brand names and the 
routes of the processed opium 
from the jungle paths of South­ 
east Asia to the asphalt jun­ 
gles of the world s big cities. 


A S FAR BACK as 1957, Harry 
Anslinger, then head of the Fed­ 
eral Bureau of Narcotics, pre­ 
sented documents to theUnUed 
Nation’s Commission on Nar­ 
cotics 
describing 
the 
nature 
and activities of the Commu­ 
nist mafia. 
The Soviet delegate rose and 
bitterly protested against the 
“defamation” of the P e k i n g 
government. But now the So­ 
viets themselves have turned in­ 
former a g a i n s t their former 
comrades. 
On Sunday. Sept. 13, Pravda, 


official newspaper of the Com­ 
munist party, Soviet U n i o n 
(CPSU), charged that Commu­ 
nist China 
was earning $500 
million 
a 
year 
from 
illicit 
opium traffic 
and 
was 
using 
the proceeds 
to finance 
anti- 
Soviet propaganda and to subsi­ 
dize pro-Chinese party factions 
all over the world. 
This has long been true. Our 
people in Washington and in the 
Tokyo and Bangkok embassies 
as well as in the big Hong Kong 
consulate have a specific list 
of more than 35 m ajor Chinese 
mainland laboratories where the 
opium is processed into a mor­ 
phine base and then into heroin. 


IN 
DAIREN, there 
is 
the 
Dairen Pharm aceutical Factory 
which works opium into mor­ 
phine. There is a Special Prod- 
cuts Finishing Works in Peking 
itself 
processing 
opium 
into 
heroin. Tile China Pharm aceu­ 
tical Enterprise in Peking has 
several branches. In one, the 
General Narcotics F a c t o r y , 
they turn out ether as well as 
the processed opium and m or­ 
phine. 
In Tientsin, there is the Spe­ 
cial Goods 
Factory, 
turning 
out heroin and morphine. Add 
to these the Mukden Pharm a­ 
ceutical F a c t o r y and the Ta 
S h u a n g Pharm aceutical Fac­ 
tory'. These are typical names 
of 
laboratories and 
p l a n t s 
stretching from the Burma bor­ 
der to Shanghai. 
Out agents have the names of 
the brands which go over big 
in various parts of the world. 
From South China 
come 
the 
Golden Phoenix. M.M.M. 14. and 
Shiang Nam. The first is pure 
opium and the other two are 
heroin. 


IN EAST CHINA the heroin 
is called Goldfish. In the area 
bordering Hong Kong, 
is 
a 
brand called 999. a heroin prod­ 
uct. In Northwest China this 


same product goes under the 
name of the Lione's Glove. 
These are compressed into lit­ 
tle white bricks slightly larger 
than a three-by-five card and 
about an inch thick. They can 
fit into an insidejacket pocket 
or an attache case. 
At first, in the early 50s. the 
Chinese 
poured 
this 
“ stuff” 
mostly into North Korea so it 
could flow south in an effort to 
subver' the South Korean sol­ 
diers and the university youth. 
Then the Communists pushed it 
into Japan in an effort to get 
at our 
own 
troops 
stationed 
there. 
In 1955 
I 
accompanied 
the 
Japanese narcotics police when 
they raided Yokohama houses 
and saw the evidence for my­ 
self. 
In Singapore two years ago, I 
was informed by aides of Prim e 
Minister Lee Kuan 
Yew 
that 
Communist u n i o n men and 
youfh leaders were being paid 
off in “dope” and cash to stir 
labor disturbances and rioting 
on the tense narrow streets of 
the Island city. 
AS THE COMMUNIST opium 
trade expanded, under the Pe­ 
king Agricultural Ministry, the 
D epartm ent of 
Overseas 
Chi­ 
nese and the Foreign Trade sec­ 
tion of the Chinese Communist 
foreign ministry, the narcotics 
cash began paying for the thou­ 
sands of missions —labor, cul­ 
tural. 
commercial, youth 
and 
political — flying into Peking at 
the governm ent’s expense. 
With the rise of Fidel Castro 
the opium trade was hooked into 
Cuba, though the Chinese Com­ 
munist opium still flows into the 
U.S. through West Coast ports. 
It’s the money from t h i s 
smuggling — a venture compet­ 
ing with the Cosa Nostra net­ 
work — which is paying the tiny 
pro-Chinese cadres now provok­ 
ing some of the street riots in 
the U.S. T hat’s the firm opinion 
of men who should know. 
Heat Still On Castro 


“Of coarte, th* most important issue is which candidate 
has the fewer millions!”

Hie heat has been on Fidel 
Castro this summer and the po­ 
litical forecast offers him little 
hope for a cool Cuban Fall. 
He hardly can be blamed if 
he started getting jumpy last 
May when the air was full of 
talk about a new exile'invasion. 
For several weeks at that time, 
rumors were circulating in Mi­ 
ami and up and down Central 
America that Manuel Artime, 
civilian leader of the Bay of 
Pigs disaster, was about to try 
Castro’s 
former 
underground 
chief who joined the exile ranks 
years ago, was going back into 
hie old resistance business on 
the island. 


H ie invasion, turned out to be 
no more than a camnaign of 
infiltration, and Ray was em­ 
barrassed. practically to tears, 
when the British picked him up 
on one of 'heir islands as he 
tried to sneak by into Cuba. He 
was returned to Miami. 
Despite the outcome of all of 
this. Castro 
must 
have 
had 
some nervous moments. 
June couldn’t have been any 
better. It was that month when 
the Organization 
of American 
States was trying to organize 
some sui’able punishment for 
him and the legal way of apply­ 
ing it. 


BY JULY, the formula was 
reached. A Foreign Ministers’ 
Conference was called by the 
OAS la 
discuss Venezuela's 


charges of aggression against 
Cuba, based on the findings of 
an arm s cache last November 
—weapons that by the look of 
the evidence, 
were 
smuggled 
into Venezuela from Cuba for 
use by Venezuelan rebels. 
Hie OAS. if not stretching, at 
least holding taut the 1947 Rio 
de Janeiro Mutual Aid Agree­ 
ment, found 
Cuba 
guilty 
as 
charged and ordered that any 
Latin nation 
still 
maintaining 
diplomatic and-or consular rela­ 
tions with Cuba, cut rela'ions 
and 
afso cut 
any 
trade with 
Castro. 
Earlier in the year, Castro 
had lost one of his bestfriends 
in court 
Far left-leaning Joao 
Goulart 
w a s overthrown 
as 
president of Brazil 
and 
that 
country 
broke 
relations 
with 
Cuba. That left Mexico. Chile. 
Uruguay and Bolivia. 
Bolivia 
w a s t e d little time 
obeying the OAS ruling. That 
left one down and three to go. 
Of the 
three, 
it 
looked 
as 
though Uruguay might 
follow 
suit, that Chile would wait until 
after its September elections to 
make up its mind, and 
that 
on to ties for some time, at 
Mexico 
definitely 
would 
not 
break, so Castro stood to hold 
least, with two m ajor Latin na­ 
tions — Chile and Mexico. 
BUT THEN, in August. Chile 
surprised everyone by announc­ 
ing that it was breaking with 
Cuba than and there. 
Uruguay f National Counci, 


which is to thaf country what a 
president is to its 
neighbors, 
severed its ties with the island 
September 
8. 
and 
announced 
that if would ship only medicine, 
medical supplies and food 
to 
Cuba 
“ for hum anitarian 
rea­ 
sons.” 


That left and leaves Mexico. 
On September I Mexico’s presi­ 
dent, Adolfo Lopez Mateos, let 
it be known that he has no in­ 
tention of breaking with Cuba. 
And the man who is to succeed 
Lopez Mateos as president on 
Dec. I. Gustavo Diaz Ordaz. is 
not likely to change the Mexi­ 
can policy — at least not for 
some months. 
But. in speaking of Cuba. Lo­ 
pez Mateos had nothing to say 
about 
it. 
His 
tone 
indicated 
that, as he put it. he was refus- 
ingto break because the OAS 
decision 
was 
not 
legal, 
and 
as he did not put it, he has got­ 
ten himself out oi to a limb of 
pride and politics 
that 
won’t 
perm it him to break 
So, right now. Cuba stands 
with only one friend in Latin 
America, and that, rather than 
a true friend, is more correctly 
a cool acquaintance, keeping a 
dose eye on him. 
Once Diaz Ordaz, considered 
less tolerant of the Communists 
than Lopez Mateos, takes over, 
the bonds of friendship linking 
Cuba with the rest of the hemis­ 
phere may well be even more 
frayed, although the complete 
break is not expected.
